THE U. S. SUPREME COURT 
Flit: retirement of Justice Pitney from tho supreme 
court of tile United States will give President Harding 
an opportunity to make his fourth appointment to this 
tribunal in less than two years. Before his term expires 
he will doubtless have to make one or two more Taft 
made five appointments during his term, but during the 
two terms of Woodrow Wilson only three 
vacancies 
occurred. 
This is a matter of more than passing importance to 
the nation. I aft selected men known to be extremely 
conservative. W ilson selected men known to entertain 
lioeral views. However, the conservatives are now firmly 
entrenched in the court and the decisions handed down 
by that tribunal for several years to come will be shaded 
with conservatism. In passing on the constitutionality of 
legislation the views of a judge on a loose or strict in­ 
terpretation of the constitution have much to do with his 
opinion *f a case when submitted for decision. One of 
the last acts of John Adams as president was to appoint 
John Marshall, a rank Federalist and loose construction­ 
ist as chief justice. The democrats were in power most 
of tile time during the thirty years of Marshall's regime, 
but could not prevent his stamping his pronounced views 
on his decisions. Marshall, in line with Alexander Hamil­ 
ton and other Federalists, contended that congress pos­ 
sessed all powers not specifically prohibited by the con­ 
stitution. Jefferson and his followers held that congress 
had no powers except those designated by the constitu­ 
tion. Thus it will be seen that with the veto power over 
the acts of congress that the court asserted under Mar­ 
shall and has maintained ever since, the personnel of the 
court is of grave concern to the nation. Had Wilson been 
given the opportunity to appoint a majority of the nine 
members, it is more than probable that the line of decis­ 
ions handed down would be in striking contrast with 
those that will be forthcoming while the coui-t stands 
as it does now'.

Reforms 
have come usually after a bitter fight and violent op­ 
position, of ten iesuiting in the death of tnose who launch­ 
ed the movement. 


The suspension of County Attorney Seaver of Tulsa 
just three weeks before his term expired is a salutary 
rebuke to officials derelict in the performance of their 
duties.

THE U. S. SUPREME COURT 


The retirement of Justice Pitney from the supreme 


court of tiie United States will give President Harding 
an opportunity to make his fourth appointment to this 
tribunal in less than two years. Before his term expires 
he \viii doubtless have to make one or two more. Taft 
made five appointments during his term, but during the 
tv/o terms; of .Woodrow Wilson only three 
vacancies 


occurred. 


This is a matter of more than passing importance to 


ihe nation. Taft selected men known to be extremely 
conservative. Wilson selected men known to entertain 
liberal views. However, the conservatives are now firmly 
entrenched in the court and the decisions handed down 
by that tribunal for several years to come will be shaded 
with conservatism. In passing on the constitutionality of 
legislation the views of a judge on a loose or strict in- 
terpretation of the constitution have much to do with his 
opinion of a case when submitted for decision. One of 
the last acts of John Adams as president was to appoint 
John Marshall, a rank Federalist and loose construction- 
ist as chief justice. The democrats were in power most 
of the time during the thirty years of Marshall's regime, 
but could not prevent his stamping his pronounced views 
on his decisions. Marshall, in line with Alexander Hamil- 
ton and other Federalists, contended that congress pos- 
sessed all powers not specifically prohibited by the con- 
stitution. Jefferson and his followers held that congress 
had no powers except those designated by the constitu- 
tion. Thus it will be seen that with the veto power over 
the acts of congress that the court asserted under Mar- 
shall and has maintained ever since, the personnel of the,the unes Or 0»r reserve- 
court is of grave concern to the nation.

Water System of 


Cleveland, O., to be 


Completed in 1926 


(By the Associated Press) 


OIjETVEiUAlND, Dec. 15. — An un- 


der cover reservoir which will hold 
125,000,000 gallons of water and 
will 
cost 
approximately $13,000;- 


000, 
will be in use next year but 


the entire water works addition, 
started in 1914, will nOt be finished 
before 1926. 


The plant covers fifty acres and 


is located in one of the city's ex- 
clusive residential sections. The .con- 
crete cover, supported -by 1,096 col- 
umns t'hirty inches in diameter and 
forty feet high, is 1,050 feet long 
and 550 feet wide. 


The reservior will not 
.toe seen 


by the ordinary observer, as it/ is 
planned to cover the top with earth 
and make an attractive park On top, 
with walks, shrubbery and artifi- 
cial lakes. 


Over the raw .water conduit is the 


chemical house in which are four 
bins holding 217 tons of chemicals 
used in the purification of the wa- 
ter. In the mixing flume the water 
flows doiwn a slope at the rate of 
ten feet per second and it js here 
that the chemicals are mixed for 
the filtration process. 
The mixed 


water then enters the coagulation 
basins, four in number each hold- 
ing 8,2'50,000 gallons.

China's Trade Less 


Effected in Tariff 


Laws of United States

SHANGHAI, Dec. is. —Krhimii 


trfade -will be less affected than that 
of any other country by the nesr. 
American tariff Jaw, according to 
views expressed in official and com- 
mercial 
circles in Shanghai. 
The 


chief exports from China that are 
affected by the American tariff are 
egg 
products, 
peanut 
and 
soya 


besin oil and peanuts and walnuts. 
These constitute less than a fifth 
of China's exports annually to the 
United States. 


The bulk of China's exports to 


America in aggregate valuation com- 
prises raw cotton, silk, tea, hides, 
undressed furs, fur skins, carpet 
wool, wood oil and sausage eas- 


i ings, or albout 10 per cent of 
the 


country's exports, and these are 
continued on the free list. 


Hair nets, 
strawbraid, 
feathers 


and 
down, constituting about 10 


percent of China's exports, are said 
to be admitted 
under 
the 
same 


scale of duties that obtained under 
the 1913 tariff. 


The new law's incease .from 45 


percent to 55 percent on manufac- 
tured silk, ineludin-g; pongees will 
not materially affect this trade, it 
is believed, nor is it thought that 
additions i" the advalorem 
duty 


from 60 percent to 90 percent on 
la'ces and from 60 to 70 percent 
On embroideries will have much ef- 
fect in reducing the bulk of these 
exports.
